PUBLIC TREASON 
TRIAL Ed EXPECTED 


By HENRY WRY SHAPIRO 
MOSCOW. Jan. 14 (UP)—The 
first major Soviet public “tye 
trial since 1938 was expected to- 
day to open soon for nine doctors 
—six of them Jews—accused of 
Inurdering two top Communist 
party officials and plotting the 
deaths of Soviet military leaders. 

Article 58 of the Soviet crimi- 
nal code, which covérs counter- 
revolutionary crimes, including 
high treason, provides for the 
“high measure of social. pun- 
ishment”—death by shooting — if 
the defendants are found guilty. 
Many newspapers have demand- 
ed the extermination of the 
“monstrous criminals.” 
They also demanded tighter 
vigilance on the part of security 
and medical authorities to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such con- 
spiracies. 

It was believed the public trial 
of the nine doctors, whose arrest 
was announced yesterday, would 
be held in about two weeks. They 
are charged with espionage, mur- 
der and sabotage. 

Their case had been under in- 
vestigation for a long time and 
probably only the formalities of 
actual arraignment. remain  be- 
fore their trial can open.

The median 
liquid asset holding, excluding 
currency, for the under $2000 in- 
come group is less than $10 and 
abéut oue-third have debts. 

Causes of Low Incomes. 

“The problem of low, income 
families is no longer caused by 
general unemployment or gener- 
ally substandard wages or very 
low prices for farm products, The 
problem centers in families with 
special’ disabilities, racial minor 
ity families, broken families, fam- 


“ ilies with sickness, families wheré 


there is lack of sufficient train- 
ing and education for the princi- 
pal wage earner, and farm fam- 
ilies on sub-standard farms. Un- 
skilled and service workers had 
had an average of only $2030 in 
1951.

This 
greater yield reflects more and 
better equipment, and higher 
skills, than existed 25 years ago. 
Invention and business initiative 
have more than kept up with the 
rise in-the number of men and 
women seeking work, and have 
made it possible for them to find 
better jobs.

A County Jury Looks Ahead 

St. Louts county’s September term grand jury 
says the Sheriff's staff should be expanded, to 
help co-ordinate police aetivities.

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Reprisals Avainst Morse 

Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon has now 
been formally punished for bolting the Republi- 
can party during the presidential campaign. 
The Republican caucus bumped him off two 
importgnt committees — Armed Services and 
Labor — and relegated him to minor commit- 
tees dealing with the District of Columbia and 
public works. The Senate followed suit. 

Senator Morse was, particularly fitted by ex- 
perience for both the committees on which he 
sérved last session. But this and all other con- 
siderations gave way to the majority's deter- 
mination that he should not be permitted to 
occupy a position in which he might cast a de- 
cisive vote on important legislation. The Dem- 
ocrats, for their part, were sot big enough to 
make room for him in their own assignments 
to these important committees. 

The obvious way to settle the matter with full 
justice to all sides would be to enlarge the two 
committees by one man. They would then stand 
eight Republicans, seven Democrats and one 
Independent—an accurate reflection of the Sen- 
ate division, which is 48 Republicans, 47 Demo- 
crats and one Independent. Senator Morse has 
a motion pending to this effect, but he must 
know that his hopes are very slight. 

Among other things, the result makes a 
rather impressive hash of Senator Taft's argu- 
ment—whieh he use@ to uphold the power of 
filibuster—that the Senate is a continuing body, 
immortal and perpetual. If the Senate were a 
continuing body, it would automatically assign 
to Senator Morse the committee posts he held 
last session. Instead, the Senate under Taft's 
leadership behaved exactly as if it were a new 
Senate, shaping its orgafization and procedure 
solely according to present circumstances.
